Senate doves try to end war 


WASHINGTON (U FI > — Senate doves plan still another legislative 
attempt to end American participation in the Indochina war. 
House and Senate conferees deleted end-the-war language Friday from a 
$20 9 billion military procurement authorization bill. 
The amendment by Sen Edward W. Brooke, R-Mass., would have cut off 
funds for U.S. forces in Indochina within four months after enactment of the 
bill, dependent only upon the release of American prisoners of war. 
But Senate doves planned to offer the same amendment to the House- 
passed foreign aid authorization bill when it comes out of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
“ Granting that we get it tacked on to the bill on the floor, we feel we have 
a strong chance of keeping it in the measure in a conference with the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee.” a spokesman for Brooke said. 


Congress scheduled action this week on several other important issues: 
—The Senate expected to act today on the administration’s long-sought 
proposal to share federal revenues with the states and local governments. 
The Senate must decide between a House bill that would spend nearly $30 
billion over five years and a Senate version that would provide $35 billion 
over the same period 
—The Senate will take up President Nixon's five-year interim agreement 
with the Soviet Union to freeze deveopment of offensive nuclear weapons. 
The House has approved the agreement, but the Senate has bogged down in 
debate over an amendment aimed at strengthening the U.S. position in any 
permanent weapons agreement 
—The House Banking Committee has scheduled hearings Thursday on the 
June breakm at Democratic National Headquarters in Washington 
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Arab nations angry over

today to the United States veto of a 
U N. Security Council resolution 
condemning Israel for its punitive 
air raids against Lebanon and Syria. 
Syria threatened “ hard strikes” at 
the interests of countries it said 
were supporting Israel.

West Germany also took a sharp 
turn for the worst and Egypt 
rejected today as “ unconvincing and 
insufficient” 
the 
West 
German 
explanation of statements made 
following the Munich’s Olympics 
slayings last week Egypt also was 
angry because the Arabs were re­ 
ferred to as “ terrorists,” whereas 
they are regarded in the Arab world 
as heroes. 
There was more violence. A man 
believed to have been a Moroccan 
Arab lured Israeli diplomat Ophir 
Zadok to a Brussels restaurant 
Sunday 
night 
and 
shot 
him, 
wounding him seriously. He had 
promised 
information 
about 
an 
impending Arab attack against an 
“ Israeli object.” 
This brought an angry statement 
from an Israeli political source in 
Tel Aviv who said the shooting 
illustrated the need for international 
action against Arab guerrillas intent 
on 
attacking 
Jew ish 
targets 
throughout the world. 
The sequence of events began last 
Tuesday morning in the Israeli 
section of the Olympic Village in 
Munich when Arab guerrillas killed 
two Israelis and kidnaped nine 
others 
who 
subsequently 
were 
m urdered.

guerrillas, 11 Israelis and a Westi 
German policeman died

A police spokesman in Munich 
reported that police arrested a 


Syrian 
Arab at Munich airport 
Sunday on suspicion he might have 
been connected with the guerrilla 
attack. Police said they had nothing 
definite against him, that it was a 
precautionary arrest and that the 
man was being questioned. Three 
other Arabs were arrested at the 
time of the shootout. 
The first anti-American statement

attacks The United States vetoed

Despite the cut, the $74 6 billion 
appropriation sent to the House for 
action this week was the largest in 
history for the Defense Department, 
although committee aides said more 
was provided for the then separate 
services at the height of World War 
II. 


The committee told the House in a 
report that it had cut fat, not 
muscle In general, the committee 
funded all major defense programs 
at levels near those recommended 
— including the Trident submarine 
and the B1 bomber. 


Committee members criticized 
the military for coming up with new 
programs without getting rid of the 
old and asking for more than it 
needs. They complained that when 
the military hires a civilian to 


replace a soldier, it keeps both on 
the payroll 
Further, the committee said, the 
Pentagon is rife with “ grade creep” 
— that is the ratio of chiefs to 
Indians continues to climb, and the 
colonel makes general now faster 
than ever 
The 
committee 
said 
national 
defense must continue to get top 
priority in allocating the federal 
dollar But it said distinctions must 
be made between what is essential 
and what would be “ nice to have .” 
Kissinger starts talks in USSR 


MOSCOW (U PI) - Henry A 
Kissinger, President Nixon s special 
advier on security affairs, today 
starts a round of discussions with 
Soviet leaders with Vietnam, trade, 
European security and attempts to 
further limit strategic arms topping 
the agenda 


Le Due Tho, North Vietnam’s 
highest ranking peace negotiator, 
also was in Moscow briefly for talks 
with Soviet officials but he flew 
today to Paris and it was uncertain 
whether 
he 
had 
talked 
with 
Kissinger 
He 
had 
talked with 
Communist 
officials 
in 
Hanoi, 


Peking and Moscow, raising the 
possibility of a new round of secret 
talks. 


Kissinger was to confer with 
Soviet officials for three days and 
there was no indication whether he 
might go on to Paris for secret talks 
there. He stopped off in Germany en 
route and conferred with Chancellor 
Willy Brandt. 


Kissinger apparently suffered no 
ill effects from an accident while in 
Munich. An overloaded elevator he 
was riding dropped 14 feet, but only 
shook up the occupants

arrival, Premier Alexei Kosygin 
received East German Ambassador 
Horst Bittner, apparently to hear 
his country's views on a proposed 
European security conference 


The two Germanys play key roles 
in preparations for a conference on 
security and cooperation in Europe 
and for the talks on reduction of 
armed forces in Central Europe, 
which the United States and its 
allies 
want 
to 
take 
place 
simultaneously, 
political 
sources 
said. 
Kissinger also is expected to 
cement arrangements for the Soviet 


and U.S. governments to resume 
their talks on limiting strategic 
arms. This follows the agreement 
which Nixon and Leonid Brezhnev, 
general secretary of the Soviet 
Communist party, signed in Moscow 
in 
May, 
limiting 
antiballistic 
missiles. 
Diplomatic sources said Soviet — 
U.S. trade also figures prominently 
on Kissinger’s agenda Russia wants 
most favored nation treatment and 
credits, but Washington has refused 
to give them until some settlement 
is reached of the Soviet Union’s 
wartime lend-lease debt to the

United States 
veto kills 
U.N. resolution 


UNITED NATIONS (U PII - The 
United States cast its second veto in 
U.N. 
history 
Sunday, 
killing 
a 
resolution calling for an end to 
hostilities 
in 
the 
Middle 
East 
because it ignored the massacre of 
Israeli athletes in Munich 
The United States vetoed the 
measure, a simple Somali resolution 
that called only for a cessation of 
military operations in the Middle 
East, because the Security Council 
refused to link recent retaliatory 
Israeli attacks on Syria and Lebanon 
with last week's slaying of 
11 
Israelis in Munich at the hands of 
Palestinian guerrillas 
Although the resolution had the 
necessary majority of votes for 
passage, the U.S. veto killed it The 
vote was 13 in favor with the United 
States — one of the veto-holding 
powers on the council-voting against 
and Panama abstaining 
U.S. Ambassador George Bush 
earlier in the day had tried and 
failed at getting a U.S. sponsored 
resolution to a vote. The resolution 
would 
have 
condemned 
the 
“senseless 
and 
com pletely 
unprovoked 
attack by the Black 
September Arab guerrilla group on 
the Israeli team members 
Before the vote on the Somali 
resolution, the council-meeting in an 
emergency session called by Syria 
and Lebanon to condemn Israeli 
attacks 
into those countries — 
rejected

of 
Western 


amendments 
that 
would 
have 
broadened the Somali measure to 
deplore all acts of terrorism 
The Soviet Union and China also 
cast 
two 
vetoes, 
blocking 
the 
acceptance of one of the Western 
amendments that was otherwise 
ratified by nine votes — the required 
majority for passage It was China’s 
second U N. veto and the 109th for 
the Soviets. 
The only other time the United 
States cast a veto was in March. 
1970, when it helped Britain block an 
African attempt to extend the scope 
of the sanctions imposed on the 
white minority Rhodesian regime. 
Bush said after Sunday’s Security 
Council vote: 
“ Is it not a double standard to 
suggest that states must control 
their own forces, a point which we 
readily grant, but that these states 
need not control irregular forces in 
their territory-forces of murder, 
forces of terror? 
“ We have been walking a very 
dangerous path by our silence on 
terrorism . 
We 
invite 
more 
terrorism by our silence in the 
disaster in Munich Are we indeed 
inviting more Mumchs?” 
In his speech before the council. 
Bush said “ Munich was so horrible, 
so vicious, so brutal, so detrimental 
to order in the world and to peace in 
the Middle East that we simply 
must not act here as if it did not 
exist ”

“ for the purpose of discussing the 
need for issuing regulations which

service employes were working in 
the commissary handling produce, 
but still earning salaries as high in 
one case as $24,888 a year. 
The issue came to light in August 
as a result of inquiries by Charles

brought to his attention a situation

outright when the bomb, 
estimated at 500 pounds of 
explosive, blew up under the 
armored car, flipped it on 
its back and sent it flying 
upside down 20 yards along 
a quiet country road 
Two of the other five 
soldiers in the Saracen had 
to be cut free with acetylene 
torches. One of them died in 
a military hospital early 
today. Two others were in 
critical condition 


The soldier’s death was 
the 125th among British 
troopers in three years of 
Ulster violence which has so 
far taken 557 lives

SB City wants 
sewer ban lifted 


Santa Barbara city officials sought Friday to have the 
Central Coast Regional Water Quality Control Board lift its 
crippling ban on new sewer connections in the city which 
had been imposed last spring due to inadequate treatment 
of sewage discharged into the ocean 
However, the board voted to consider the request at its 
Oct 12 session when a public hearing on the issue will be 
held. 
Santa Barbara Mayor Gerald Firestone and City 
Administrator Clifford Petrie made a presentation to the 
nine member board, which includes two Santa Barbara 
area residents, Mrs W F. Gerard, and County Public 
Works Director Norman W. Caldwell. 
City authorities pointed out that they are on the way to 
meeting interim requirements by use of digester apparatus 
and chemicals. Disposal of about one million gallons of 
sludge in various sanitary areas in the county and in nearby 
counties was also cited as sign of progress. 
The board was told that city voters will be asked for a 
second time to approve a multi-million dollar bond issue in 
the November General Election for an enlarged sewage 
plant to hand the increasing quantities due to city growth. 


Special district 
tax rates corrected 


Tax rates in two county special districts governed by 
local boards are being corrected. 
County Auditor-Controller Paul E. Floyd said the 1972-73 
rates for Buellton Community Services street lighting and 
Carpinteria Mosquito Abatement Control District are 
involved A clerical error had incorrectly stated the rate of 
tax levy for the two agencies, Floyd said, when the Board of 
Supervisors fixed tax levies Aug 28 
A resolution is to be adopted by the supervisors 
correcting the Buellton tax rate from 85 and 15-100 cents to 
$1.27 The Carpinteria rate is being lowered from 7 to 5 
cents. 
The districts concurred with the auditor's findings, Floyd 
said 


70-71 ag preserve 
contracts invalid 


County authorities were notified today by the State 
Resources Agency that agricultural preserve contracts 
used by the county in 1970 and 1971 are invalid and must be 
modified by Oct 31 to enable the county to be eligible to 
receive open space subventions for the lands involved 
An attorney s general opinion was rendered that the 
contracts do not meet all requirements of the California 
Land Conservation Act of 1965. 
“ Enforceable 
restrictions 
are 
lacking,'' 
said 
a 
spokesman for the Resources Agency. 
Copies of the attorney general’s opinion have been sent to 
the county counsel and county assessor. 
County officials said they plan to contact the attorney 
general s office and State Board of Equalization to iron out 
the problem by the Oct 31 deadline, if possible. 
Santa Barbara County has been a leader in the field of 
establishing agricultural preserves as a means of keeping 
up crop and meat production and setting aside open space 
that might otherwise be taken up for housing developments. 


County can't require 
tennis courts 


Land developers shouldn’t be required to provide specific 
recreational features such as tennis courts to have their 
residential projects approved by the county, the County 
Planning Commission decided 
The commission made this pronouncement in turning 
down the request of County Landscape Architect Rod 
Barrette th it a projected 85 unit Goleta Valley townhouse 
project include at least two tennis courts. 
“ I ’m surprised at this request, and oppose it,” said 
developer Don Mallas The commission agreed with his 
position unanimously. 
The commission approved a final development plan — 
without the tennis courts — calling for two-story townhouse 
units on the east side of Walnut Lii,, north of Atascadero 
Creek. 
Mallas said his project on a 16 25 acre property provided 
about six acres in open space, for which he was allowed 
higher density on the developable area 
“ We re providing grass and trees for the kids to play,” 
said Mallas “ That is as important as tennis courts. “ 
Mallas said a feasibility study showed the market good 
for such units at this time, but feared that the added 
recreational features as sought would force him to price 
them beyond what buyers could pay

MUNICH (U PIi — Frank Shorter 
and Eddie Hart, a pair of Americans 
who wouldn’t give up, won gold 
medals on the final day of Olympic 
track and field competition, but it 
did little to ease the pain of the 
overall Russian triumph in the 
Games. 


The Russians won the medals race 
98-93 with only one event, the 
equestrian grand prix, remaining on 
today’s final program The U.S. has 
a chance for a medal, probably a 
bronze, in the grand prix 


The closing ceremony, tempered 
to 
the 
tragedy 
of 
the 
Israeli 
massacre, will end the 20th Games 
tonight. 
The carefree 
Bavarian 
dancers 
will 
not 
perform 
as 
scheduled and the gay sounds of 
eamival jazz will be replaced by 
classical music. 
The somber mood should fit the 
Americans, who have had their 
worst Olympics of modem times. 


The U.S. won only 33 gold medals 
compared to 45 in 1968 while the 
Russians won 50. a Games record. 
But Shorter, who was born in 
Munich 24 years ago. made Sunday 
more pleasant by winning the 26- 
mile marathon, the first American 
to win this grueling race in 64 years 
Shorter, of Ranchos De Taos, 
N.M., took the lead after nine miles 
and held it the remainder of the 
distance to win by almost two 
minutes. At about 21 miles he knew 
he could win 


And Hart, deprived of a chance to 
run in the open 100 by a mixup of 
starting times on a qualifying heat, 
anchored the 400-meter relay team 
to victory in 38.2. equalling a world 
record 
The Americans also won two gold 
medals in archery and one in boxing 
John Williams. 18 of Cranesville. 
Pa . the world champion, won the 
men's archery title easily and Mrs 
Doreen Wilbur. 42. of Jefferson, 
Iowa, came from fourth place to win 
the women’s title

Player wins World Series 
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Frank Shorter: 
Dodging buses 
on way to gold 


Local bikers vie

MUNICH (UPI » - Frank Shorter looked 
around him and drank the whole thing in. 
This moment would stay with him the 
rest of his life and it might be all that was 
left after the blisters healed and the gold 
medal was mounted or put away in a vault 
somewhere. 
The final strains of the Star Spangled 
Banner had dissolved into the sticky late 
afternoon atmosphere, belendmg in with 
the other stadium noises, and now the little 
130-pounder from Ranchos de Taos, N.M., 
realized it was time for him to leave the 
victory stand 
Gingerly, although the blisters on his feet 
were killing him, Frank Shorter stepped 
down onto the field, the first American to 
win the 26-mile Olympic marathon in 64 
years. 
He headed for the exit and before he got 
there, he stopped to chat with a man sitting 
in a wheel chair. 
The man he talked with was Ethiopia's 
Abebe Bikila, a man who had won the 
marathon in Rome in 1960 and repeated his 
victory in Tokyo four years later, but later 
was involved in an automobile accident 
which left him paralyzed from the waist 
down 
Frank Shorter gripped Bikila’s hand and 
both men held on a little longer than two 
individuals normally would shaking hands. 
That was because they had something 
special in common 
Pain 
The acute, sometimes mindjabbing pain 
which comes from pushing the human body 
a bit further than nature perhaps ever 
intended it to be 
Frank Shorter, 130 pounds wringing wet, 
doesn t go for any frills when it comes to 
running. Nothing fancy. 
He looks for a spot, if he gets it he takes 
it. and if he doesn’t he hangs back He 
prefers setting the pace, though, if he can 
He couldn't at the start of Sunday's race. 
Argentina’s Fernando Molina got the 
jump and left the stadium first. Japan's 
Akio Usami, wearing his long-peaked white 
cap 
backwards, 
quickly 
joined 
him 
Shorter was among those in the middle 
“ ...Let em go." thought Shorter, running 
easily and evenly. “ It s early. Plenty of 
time, but I know that little Japanese guy 
can run so I'm gonna keep an eye on him 


There is a bridge a few hundred yards 
outside the stadium which traverses a six- 
lane highway and Shorter had barely 
crossed over the bridge when he suddenly 
became 
aware 
of 
a 
bus 
veering 
precariously close to him. Too close. 
“ .. Dammit, this idiot is gonna come 
right into me. He’s gonna hit me. Hey, for 
crying’ out loud, look where the hell you’re 
going! What’s wrong with you? Are you 
blind or something .?“ 
The bus was carrying a full crew of 
photographers, Shorter noticed. 
"... That would be some picture, me 
lying there in the road ...” 
Frank Shorter settled back into a smooth 
nontaxing pace and the first thing he knew 
he was thinking about things which didn’t 
have anything to do with the race. He was

trend here. Maybe they’re gonna take 
everything away from us.

Shorter’s mind returned to the race.

But he was hardly aware of the 
pain. 
Over on the sidewalk, Alwin Ach, a 41- 
year-old export clerk who was watching 
the race, said to his friend: 
“ This 
is the hardest event 
in the 
Olympics, much harder than something 
like the 100-meter where the whole thing is 
over in 10 seconds. In this race you have to 
practice much longer and then run more 
than two hours to win a medal.” 
Ach’s friend was unimpressed. 
“ It’s silly to run 43 kilometers on ground 
like this," he said “ They could’ve just as 
easily taken a taxi.” 
Shorter,

of a trial judge is inhibiting. The 
witnesses are not liable to discipline 
discipline for circumventing the 
questions or for refusing to testify at 
all. 
Judge Richey now says that when 
the deposition taking is complete in 
a week or 10 days he will reconsider 
his ruling By taking the seals off the 
depositions some of the mystery 
would be cleared up and the public 
could feel more confident that 
justice will not be so long delayed as

Five years ago experts predicted 
a shortage of teachers by 1975 
The experts have done a great 
deal of soul-searching lately to come 
to a new conclusion that teaching 
may not be such a good occupation 
in coming years. This was a costly 
error 
for taxpayers who spent 
thousands of dollars on the studies 
which predicted the shortage 
As a result of the 
error, thousands of 
young 
men 
and 
women throughout 
California who were 
graduated 
with 
a 
teaching credential 
are 
now 
driving 
taxis, selling cars 
or 
working 
in 
supermarkets. 
The 
new 
projections 
indicate 
there will be two teachers for every 
job opening in the nation's public 
schools during the next 10 years. 
The U.S. Department of Labor 
reports there will be 2.4 million jobs 
in teaching between now and 1980 


with something more than four 
million applicants 
Robert Lerner of California State 
University at Los Angeles reports 
some 395 graduates registered with 
the campus placement office for 
secondary teaching positions. As of 
Dec 
1. 1971, only 196 had been 
placed. During the same period, 720 
graduates 
registered 
with 
the 
placement 
office 
for 
help 
in 
securing jobs at the elementary 
level Now about two-thirds of these 
are working with 220 still looking 


A spokesman for the Los Angeles 
City School System revealed that 
they were receiving 10 times the 
number of applicants for English 
and Social Studies teachers that 
they could use but that they had 
shortages in other areas among 
which 
were 
female 
physical 
education, 
agricultural, 
bilingual 
experts and vocational education 
Bringing statistics closer to home, 
last year the Lompoc Unified School 
District received 5,500 applications 


from teachers — yes, 5,500! They 
received as many this year and only 
had 34 job openings. 
Better .budgeting and business 
techniques in education might make 
it possible to use some of the surplus 
teachers. Smaller classes and more 
individualized learning could be an 
answer but somebody has to find a 
way to do it more efficiently and 
with more logical use of funds.

A team of birth control workers 
interested 
in

explosion in the Third World once 
devised a colored bead rhythm 
method of birth control, a cultural 
anthropologist

Each bead represented a day of 
the month and the string could be 
adjusted to any woman's cycle. 
Some of the beads 
were red and some 
green and, as the 
workers 
explained 
through 
in te r­ 
preters to one parti­ 
cular barrio couple 
in South America, 
they 
could 
have 
intercourse on the 


days of the green beads but if they 
wanted to avoid more children, they 
were not to make love on the days of 
the red beads. 


The couple had good reason to 
stop 
manufacturing 
children 
because in their slum dwelling the 
economic demands of supporting the 
two they already had seemed to be 
committing the small family to 
hopeless peonage. 


The religious climate in that area 
imbued 
birth 
control 
pills and 
devices made in the U.S. with the 
tinge of demoniac murder while in 
their millions, 
those that were 
successfully 
born 
proceeded 
to 
develop malnutrition and diseases 
and die 


So the rhythm method was all that 
was left to the workers and. after 
explaining it and the beads carefully 
to this man and his wife, the team 
went back north. 
A few years later they returned to 
do a follow-up study and, arriving at 
the same sheet metal hovel, found 
the same couple but now with three 
more wide-eyed children with sores 
on their faces. 
“ What 
happened?” 
asked 
the 
appalled workers, “ Didn't you use 
the beads?” 
“ Yes, 
we 
did,” 
the 
woman 
replied, “ but we could not tell what 
color they were in the dark.” 
The situation in Lompoc is surely 


much different but, according to

Parenthood, Inc. of Santa Barbara 
County, many local girls and women 
here are in the dark as to the 
legality and availability of birth 
control 
and

area, even if you’re under 18. 
Therapeutic abortions are legal. 
The 
local 
county 
Health 
Department in the Vets Memorial 
building (RE6-3411) operates birth 
control 
and 
problem pregnancy 
clinics but, because it is illegal for a 
girl under 18 to receive this type of 
clinic service without expressed 
parental permission (though not 
illegal to talk with the public health 
nurse), Planned Parenthood Inc., at 
900 West Foster Road (in the Santa

2017) has become the place where 
many girls from Lompoc and the

legislation pending in Sacramento 
would change this. 
But a recent federal grant now 
allows the county hospital in Santa 
Maria 
to 
make 
birth 
control 
prescriptions for past, present and 
potential future welfare recipients 
15 or older without parental consent 
The 
new 
program 
apparently 
could tend to favor lower economic 
groups and neglect middle class 
girls who need this service 
Yet 
“ potential 
future 
w elfare 
recipients” is a broad term and 
since 
a 
girl 
is 
considered 
emancipated and is eligible for 
welfare benefits once she becomes 
pregnant, the program could work 
for a large number of those that 
demand birth control services. 


Even without these programs, 
though, no young couple need be 
without some type of birth control. 
Prophylactics and vaginal foam do 
not require prescriptions and can be 
bought by anyone from any local 
pharmacy.
